He was formerly connected with the 
Fontainebleau Hotel, Miami Beach, as a talent scout. As 
such, it was his duty to bring name entertainers into the 
supper club of the hotel. His association with the 
Fontainebleau ceased in 1962. During the same year, 
he was associated with the Deauville Hotel, Miami Beach, 
in a similar capacity. His connection with the latter 
establishment terminated in 1/63. 


His last known legitimate employment was as a 
solicitor for the American Tallow Corporation in 1965. 
In this capacity, FISCHETTI endeavored to obtain accounts 
from restaurants, super markets and similar establishaents 
in order that these places would sell their bones and 
meat scrape to his empleyer. This empleymait has also 
terminated.
